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cows 
trench silo just as badly as a far 
mer with fifty cows, and he can 
have a silo with no expense at 
{all with the exception of the cut- 
tine of his silage and the buying 
of the seed. Wouldn’t it be won- 
derful to know that you could go 
out and get two or three hundred 
{pounds of nice clean silage every 
day during the Winter months, 
and to be able to get it without 
any expense? That is exactly 
what a trench silo means to a far- 
mer. If you are a good, progress- 
ive farmer, you will investigate 
the trench silo, and I am anxious 
to see the time when every farmer 
in Coffee County will have a good 
trench silo.

proposed amendments, the leg- 
islature shall order an election 
by the qualified electors of the 
state upon such proposed 
amendments, to be held either 
at the general election next 
succeeding the session of the 
legislature at which the amend- 
ments are proposed or upon 
another day appointed by the 
legislature, not less than three 
months after the final adjourn 
ment of the session of the leg- 
Islature at which the amend- 
ments were proposed. Notice 
of such election, together with 
the proposed amendments, 
shall be given by proclama 
tion of the governor, which 
shall be published in every 
county in such manner as the 
legislature shall direct, for at 
least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day ap 
pointed for such election. On 
the day so appointed an elec- 
tion shall be held for the vote 
of the qualifisd electors of the 
state upon the proposed amend 
ments. If such election be 
held on the day of the general 
election, the officers of such 
general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the quali- 
fied electors upon the proposed 
amendments; if it be held on a 
day other than that of a gen- 
eral alection, officers for suchi 
election shall be appointed;

published in said County.

July 18, 1938, and 


WHERBAS, notice of such elec: 


tion, together with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law to 
be given by a proclamation of the 
Governor; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 


Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 18th day of July, 1933, an elec-

| Alabama for the vote of the quall- 
| fied electors of the State of Ala-

shall pe taken by yeas and 
nays and entered on the jour- 
nals; provided, the Governor 
may be authorized to negottl- 
ate temporary loans, never to 
exceed Three Hundred Thou. 
sand Dollars, to meet the de- 
ficlencies {n the Treasury, and 
until the same is paid no new 
loan shall be negotiated; (pro 
vided, further, that this section 
shall not be so construed as to 
prevent the issuance of bonds 
for the purposesof refunding 
the existing bonded indebted- 
ness of the State. Provided, 
further, that this Section shall 
not be so construed as to pre- 
vent the Governor from paying 
interest at the rate of not ex- 
ceeding 6% per annum, pay- 

able semi-annually from July 1, 

1938, on the floating indebted- 

ness of the State at the close 

of business on September 30, 

1932, as shown by outstanding 

and unpaid warrants drawn on 

the Treasury, as provided by 
law, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $16,943,357.12 and items 
enumerated in an Agt of the 

Legislature number 294, being 

Senate Bill 272, approved No- 

vember 9, 1932, all of which are 

hereby ratified and confitmed.) 

All warrants and/or instru- 

ments issued or to be issued 

representing such indebtedness 
shall be a direct obligation of 
the State, and for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest thereon, the 
full faith and credit of the 
State is hereby irrevocably 
pledged, and such warrants 
and/or instruments shall be ex- 
empt forever from all taxes of 
every kind. Any Act creating 
or incurring any new debt 
against the State, except as 
herein provided for, shall be 

absolutely void. To create a 

sinking fund for the prompt 

and faithful payment of the 
floating indebtedness of¢ the 

State, and interest thereon, the 

net proceeds of any income’ tax 

which may be levied by the 

Legislature pursuant to law is 

hereby pledged. To prevent fu- 

ture deficits in the State Treas- 
ury, it shall be unlawful from 

‘and after the adoption of this 
amendment for the State Comp- 
troller of the State of Alabama 
to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money 
belonging to, or administered 
by, the State of Alabama upon 
the State Treasury, unless 
there is in the hands of such 
Treasurer money appropriated 
and available for the full pay. 
ment of the same. In case 
there is, at the end of any fis- 
cal year, insufficient money in 
the State Treasury for the pay- 
ment of all proper claims pre- 
sented to the State Comptroller 
for the issuance of warrants, 
the \Comptroller shall issue 
warrants for that proportion of 
each such claim which the 
money available for the pay- 
ment of all of said claims bears 
to the whole, and such warrants 
for such prorated sums shall 
thereupon be paid by the State 
Treasurer, At the end of each 
tiscal year all unpaid appropri- 
ations which exceed the 
amount of money in the State 
Treasury subject to the pay- 
ment of the same after the pro- 
ration above provided for, shall 
thereupon become null and 
void to the extent of such ex- 
cess.

carpet grass, As I told you before, 
the cheapest way to put it out is 
to dig a hole with a mattox and 
put a piece of carpet grass turf 
about four inches square in that 
hole, put your foot on it and mash 


Leave it in this condition and it 
will live. It is very easy to take 
the carpet grass up and a large 
butcher knife is best to cut it up 
with. Cut it in blocks about four 
inches square, and be sure to 
leave the dirt on the grass, It 
should be taken up and replanted 
without permitting the turf to dry. 
It is all right to put it out even in 
dry weather if you put it in damp 
places. I suggest that you go 
around your branch heads and put 
down the pieces of turf about ten 
feet apart, but be sure to stay on 
damp ground, It would probably 
be best to plant your turf about 
the division line of your damp 
ground and your dry land. In my 
opinion carpet grass and beef cat- 
tle are going to be the salvation 
of this country, I suggest that 
you clean up your damp lands and 
put your carpet grass out just as 
soon as you can. I have never 
known of any farmer having too | 
much carpet grass, and until we 
can find the first farmer with too 
much carpet grass, I am going to 
continue te maintain that it is 1 
good thing to have. Let me sug- 
gest that every farmer in the coun- 
try divide carpet grass turf with 
his neighbor.

Cotton Acreage Reduction 
Campaign Will Close Here 


week being asked to take part in 
the cotton acreage reduction plan 
under provisions of the recently 
passed Agricultural Adjustment 
Act. Throughout the week meet- 
ings, undey the direction of Coun- 
ty -Agent W. M, Ray, are being 
held in practically every section 
of the county in an effort to reach 
every cotton grower jn the county. 

The campaign will come to a 
close next Saturday afternoon, 
when a wind-up meeting will be 


held at the court house in Blba| 


at 2:00 o’clock, A meeting will 
also be held at the Enterprise court 
house on Saturday morning at 9:00 
o'clock, In discussing these meet- 
ings, Mr, Ray stated to a Clipper 
representative that he was desirous 
of reaching every farmer in the 
county, and urges them to attend 
the meeting held in theiy commu- 
nity. But if you do not attend 
your community meeting, be sure 
to attend the wind-up meeting to 
be held at Elba Saturday after- 
noon, as this will be the last chance 
you will have to join in the move- 
ment. The campaign is being con- 
ducted in all cotton producing 
counties in the South this week, 
and will positively come to a close 
Saturday, 

The county meetings are being 
held in order to acquaint every cot- 
ton producer with the details of 
the plan which has been worked 
out by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture under direction of President 
Roosevelt, in an effort to help the 
cotton farmers of the South. If 
the farmers do not cooperate in the 
plan, and reduce the acreage now 
planted jn cotton, they face low 
prices again this Fall. It is hoped 
that every farmer in the county 
will attend one of the meetings to 
be held and learn of the plan in 
detail, and then join in the move- 
ment. In addition to meetings al- 
ready held, Mr, Ray has arranged 
for meetings at the following 
places: 

Thursday—New Hope at 8:00 A. 
M.; Chestnut Grove at 1:00 P. M.; 
Victoria at 7:30 P. M. 

Friday—Weeks School House at 
8:00 A. M.; Goodman at 1:00 P. 
M.; Damascus at 7:30 PF, M. 


Below we are publishing an ar- 
ticle by Mr, W. M. Brunson, who 
has given much study to the plan 
and who writes in detail just how 
it works, and also gives a table 
showing what the payments will be. 
We feel sure jt will be worth your 
time to read and study this article 
before you attend the meeting, 


I am writing this article to the 
farmers of Coffee County on a 
most important subject, and I do 
hope and trust that every farmer 
in the county will do his part in an 
effort to bring about the desired 
results in the cause under dis- 
cussion, 

I have just finished studying the 
present plan of reducing the cot- 
ton acreage in the South, and I 
now feel that I am reasonably well 
informed concerning the same. I 
am thoroughly and completely con- 
vineced that the proposed plan will 
work most successfully if the far- 
mers of this section will give their 
full cooperation, I am further con- 
vinced that the putting over of this 
plan will mean millions of dollars 
to the farmers throughout the 
South. Of course, the entire prop- 
osition means no more to me than 
it means to you, and I am writing 
this article in an effort to enlight- 
en the farmers of this section and 
thereby help to bring about the 
desired results. 

I understand that those in charge 
will undertake to hold meetings in 
various sections of the county and 


county to take time to attend these 
meetings, and to study this ques 
tion, Our President and Congress 
are making a supreme effort to 
help the farmers, and unless we 
can join in whole-heartedly we 
cannot expect the plan to succeed, 
and if we do hold back and act 
contrary about the matter, we will 
have no right to complain if it 
fails. This is one proposition which 
is every farmer’s business and un 
less every man is willing to do his 
part, we cannot expect the matter 
to be a success. T shall now un 
dertake to state briefly just how 
the plan works, 


There js an organization in this 
county in charge of the work and 
there are two farmers in each beat 
who have charge of the work in 
their respective beats. Pach farm- 
ed signs an application or state- 
ment as to his cotton acreage and 
each farmer will be expected to 
destroy from 25 to 40 per cent of 
the cotton planted and if must be 
destroyed in bulk or block, instead 
of plowing up promiscuous rows in 
your field, Bach farmer who agrees 
to plow up his cotton will sign this 
application and all the applications 
throughout the South will be total- 
ed for the purpose of ascertaining 
us to whether or not the deal enn 
be put over. If it is found that 
the deal can be put over, two far- 
mers in your beat will come back 
next week, look your cotton over 
and reach an agreement with you 
as to the production per acre on 
the land where the cotton is to 
be destroyed. If your land will 
produce from one hundred to one 
hundred and twenty-five pounds of 
lint cotton per acre, you will be 
paid $7.00 per acre, and if it will 
produce two hundred and seventy- 
five pounds of lint cotton per acre, 
you will be paid twenty dollars per 
aere. I am asking the editor of 
this paper to print elsewhere a 
schedule showing exactly what you 
will get for your land and you will 
please refer to this schedule for 
further information. The Govern- 
ment will either pay you cash rent 
for your land or it will pay you 
part cash and give you an option on 
as much lint cotton at six cents 
per pound as the land would pro- 
duce, For instance, if you have 
land which will produce 275 pounds 
of lint cotton per acre and you 
desire to destroy 2 acres, you will 
be paid $40.00 in cash or you may 
take $24.00 in cash and an option 
on 550 pounds of lint cotton at six 
cents per pound. In other words, 
you get the $24.00 and then if 
cotton should be worth 10¢ per 
pound when you desire to sell it 
you would have a profit of $22.00 
on your 550 pounds of lint cotton 
or a net return of $46.00 on the 
two acres. 

Twenty dollars per acre is the 
limit of what the Government will 
pay, and of course, most of us do 
not realize more than $10.00 per 
acre from our cotton. Please re- 
member that no one will be requir- 
ed to plow up his cotton unless he 
is willing to do so, but no good cit- 
izen could afford to refuse or de- 
cline to do his part in a movement 
of this kind, the purpose of which 
is to bring prosperity back to the 
cotton grower. Even if we do not 
get as much rent for our land as 
we feel we should, it is our duty 
to join in the movement and to 
see that our neighbors do likewise. 
I suggest that you select a piece 
of cotton which you expect to de- 
stroy and that you plant corn, pea- 
nuts, peas or sorghum in the mid- 
dies at once, Then when your 
neighbors have reached an agree- 
ment with you on the cotton pro- 
duction on that piece of land, you

| Local Rate For Electricity 
To Be Lowest In The State 


| geaders of a reduction in the Resi- 
dential and Commercial electric 
| lighting rates, which was filed with 
the Public Service Commission on 
June 12th for the towns of Anda 
lusia, Elba and Opp, by the Ala- 
bama Utilities Company. 

At the present time the monthly 
minimum is $1.00, for whieh the 
consumer is entitled to 10 KWH, 
While on the new rate the minimum 
is the same, but the consumer is 
entitled to 12% KWH or 25 per 
cent more electricity for the same 
money. Furthermore, on the pres 
ent rate the first 80 KWH is 10¢ 
and the next 170 8e, while on the 
new rate the first 30 KWH is 8e 
and the next 170 KWH 7c, and 
taking advantage of the 10 per 
cent discount the net rate for the 
first 80 KWH is 7.2¢ per KWH, 
which we understand js the lowest 
rate in the State for these classes 
of service, 

This means that a consumer with 
a bill of $1.80 on the present rate 
will be reduced to $1.44 on the 
new rate; a reduction of 86¢ or 
20 per cent, which, in our estima- 
tion, is quite a saving. 

The adoption of this new rate 
Will not only mean that the con- 
sumer’s bills will be reduced, but 
will allow the consumer to use 
more electricity for the same 
amount of money and receive the 
benefit of the numerous electrical 
devices now on the market which 
are so helpful in the home.

to be worked. Please remember 
that the Government rents the land 
but it is your privilege to plant it 
in any farm product, except you 
will not be permitted to plant it 
in a money crop. It must be a 
grazing or feed crop for your live- 
stock or a food crop for yourself, 
Every farmer in Coffee County 
could well afford to destroy one- 
third of his cotton and plant the 
same land in Texas seeded cane to 
be used to fill a trench silo or to 
be cut and stored for Fal] and 
Spring feed. The last days of June 
are always the best days for plant- 
ing peas and we can likewise plant 
June corn at the present time and 
make a good crop. Some of the 
best Spanish peanuts I ever saw 
were planted the first week in July 
and it would be mighty nice to put 
two rows of Spanish peanuts where 
you have one row of cotton and 
you can make them with about two 
plowings, 

I might say that I have been in- 
formed that such men as Jess Ells, 
L. A, Boyd, Abb Moates, Lint War- 
ren, John Pittman, Fountain Lee, 
John Mack Stokes, Lucius Young, 
Joe Donaldson and Bud Brooks are 
most enthusiastic over this plan 
and that each and every one of 
them expect to rent to the Govern- 
ment every acre possible.

HENRY STEAGALL, OF ALABAMA 


(Editorial in Montgomery Advertiser.) 


Congressman Henry B. Steagall, of Alabama, chair- 
man of the Banking and Currency Committee of the 
House, deserves the congratulations which he is receiving 
upon the suecessful outcome of the brilliant fight which 
he made for the adoption of his measure providing for 
the insurance of banking deposits. 

Mr, Steagall now knows what it means to a public 
man to be prepared for his great opportunity. For many 
years he has been a zealous student of banking and cur- 
rency problems. It has been his chief interest as a leg- 
islator, and one makés the most of the thing that interests 
him most. 

When in the course of events the seniority rule made 
Mr, Steagall chairman of the powerful committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency he was ready. He had been reading, 
thinking about and discussing banking and currency ques- 
tions for years and was adequately informed. He was pre- 
pared to assume his new post of duty. 

For a decade the Alabamian has been an advocate ot 
guaranteed bank deposits, once regarded as a radical if 
not visionary principle. <A great many thoughtful students 
of banking are still doubtful of it, fearing that it may 
make for easy-going banking practices, but the weight of 
opinion today is probably favorable to the principle. 

This new opinion is the outcome of the people’s bitter 
experience during the great depression. Hard experience 
has driven the country to the necessity of political action 
to make banks safe. 

At all events Chairman Steagall has always believed 
in insured bank deposits, and when his great opportunity 
came he was prepared to make the most of it. This fea- 
ture of the new banking act is largely Mr, Steagall’s own 
idea and its adoption a personal triumph for him, hence 
the applause of his colleagues when recently he appeared 
on the floor after winning his fight. 

One-term Congressmen do not write the laws of the 
land. They can hardly get a resolution adopted. Even 
the taxicab drivers do not know them. 

They probably have no credit at stores and banks in 
the capital of the nation. 

They might as well live at boarding houses, ride on 
street cars and smoke nickel cigars for all the attention 
they attract and for all the dignity that they suggest. 

However talented and enterprising a Congressman 
may be, weightiness comes to him only after a hard ap- 
prenticeship. He must have experience and his colleagues 
must know him before he can be useful. 

If Mr. Steagall had been retired from Congress be- 
fore he was mature and before his big moment came he 
would have had no legislation of consequence to his credit. 
As it is he is the father of a number of important acts and 
amendments to acts, the most significant of all, of course, 
being the bill to guarantee the safety of deposits. 

The Advertiser trusts that Mr. Steagall’s favorite idea 
will prove sound in practice. The Democratic Congress 
and President are rightly engaged in numerous tremendous 
clinical experiments. If any one experiment turns out 
badly the injury can be quickly undone. [If all turn out 
well, then all good people will rejoice.
